S.O. 341(E)/18FB/n>RA|82.—'Whereas by the Order 
of the Government of India in the Ministry of Industry 
(Department of Industry Development)No.S.O. 783(E)/ 
18FB/IDRA/81, dated the 2nd November, 1981, (hereafter 
referred to as the said Order), the Central Government, in 
exercise of the powers conferred by clause (b) of sub-sec¬ 
tion (1) of Section 18FB of the Industries (Department and 
Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), declared that the 
operation of all or any of contracts, assurances of property, 
agreements, settlements, awards, standing orders or other 
instruments in force immediately before the date of Issue 
of the said Order other than those relating to secured liabi¬ 
lities to banks and financial institutions) to which the in- 
dusrial undertaking known as Messrs Mohini Mills Ltd.,
